Mr. Bryan asserted that he never 
naid he would follow Mr. Cockran w ith 
au a<idress on tlie same evening. 
If 
the cuimnitteeuieu got that impression 
from the conversation he had w ith 
them over the lone distance telephone 
Thursday, he said they misunderstood 
him. Mr. Cockran wanted to talk at the 
s uue .session with the noted Nebraskan 
aufl offered to flip a coin to determine 
WHO siiould have the privilege of deliv­ 
ering the clo>ing addre.ss. 
Mr. Bryan 
would uot accept tlie proposition.

C h ic a g o , Sept. 16. — The exciting 
debate looked for between William J. 
Bryan and Bourke Cochran on trusts 
did not take place. Central Music hall 
was packed with an eager audience, but 
the people present had to content them­ 
selves without the oratory of the famous 
Nebraskan, who, however, occupied a 
seat on the platform. 
Mr. Bryan surprised the committee 
by declining to speak at the night ses­ 
sion with W . Bourke Cochran in ac­ 
cordance with the program previously 
arranged. Mr. Bryan explained that he 
did not wish to let the impression go 
out that he was to enter into a debate 
with Mr. Cockran. 
For that reason he 
{.aul he would not speak with Mr. Coch­ 
ran at the same session. 
Mr. Cockran 
was sent for and he and Mr. Bryan dis­ 
cussed th*, situation. The committee 
withdrew to allow the two orators to 
settle the dispute awong.themselves. 
Mr. Bryau asserted that he never 
said he would follow Mr. Cockran with 
au address on the same evening. 
If 
the committeemen got that impression 
from the conversation he had with 
them over the lone distance telephone 
Thursday, he said they misunderstood 
him. Mr. Cockran wanted to talk at the 
aune session with the noted Nebraskan 
aud offered to flip a coin to determine 
who should have the privilege of deliv­ 
ering the closing address. 
Mr. Bryan 
would not accept the proposition. 
Mr. Cockran was at his best aud his 
speech was punctuated with frequent 
aud prolonged applause. 
When Mr. Bryan made his appear­ 
ance at the entrance it was the signal 
for tumultuous cheering, which lasted 
until the Nebraskan had taken his seat 
on the speakers’ stand. 
Mr. Foulke of 
indiana, who was in the middle of an 
address when the outburst occurred, 
put the audience in good humor oy re­ 
marking: “ I guess you came here to­ 
night to hear somebody else speak.” 
Mr. Foulke was followed by Hon. Ed­ 
ward Rosewater of Omaha, whose ad­ 
d r^ received notably close attention 
from his hearers 
The chair then intro­ 
duced Mr. Cockran. 
At the close of his speech the New 
Yorker won the hearts of his listeners 
by paying Mr. Bryan a well chosen 
compliment,! which

bination of capital flourishes through 
government aid or without it, for any 
industrial enterprise which dominates 
market without aid from the gov- 
the 
^rnment, must do so through cheapen- 
mg tnt* production, or, as it is com­ 
monly called, by underselling competi­ 
tor-;. 
A n industry wmcn at one ana me 
same time reduces prices aud swells its 
own protits must accomplish that result 
by increasing the volume of its produc­ 
tion. [Applause.] Un the other hand, 
an industry which dominates the mar­ 
ket by the favor of government, direct 
or indirect, can not, in the nature of 
"kings, be forced to cheapen prices, be­ 
cause if it could dominate the market 
by underselling competitors in an open 
field without favor it would not need 
the government favor. 
[Applause.] 
He said the government aided combi­ 
nations in different ways. 
Une was by 
patent rights and another bv the tariff. 
a here was another that was worse than 
"ne tariff. 
He referred to tnose favors 
which are extended to certain industries 
of great corporations enjoying govern­ 
ment franchises, which are none the

and when it granted one man or corpor­ 
ation a favor it took it away from an­ 
other. 
If it gave away anything some 
victim suffered. 
A government to be 
jffst should be impartial. Not merely 
must its laws be impartial, its courts 
mnartial. its executive officers impar­ 


tial, our the agencies tnat it empowers 
to discharge tuuctious essentially nub­ 
ile must be impartial iii that service to 
every human beiug within the limits of 
the state. 
The government has no right to em­ 
power any private agency to i>erforin a 
function unless 
it 
be one which 
the government would be bound itself 
to perform if that agency were not to 
be found. [Applause.] The only ex­ 
ouse for empowering a private corpor­ 
ation to discharge a public function is 
the excuse that the service will be more 
efficient. 
He believed in the principle of munic­ 
ipal ownership, but there were grave 
questions involved. 
It is doubtful if the government could 
take plants, capitalized at their present 
rates, and make them pay. lf you 
take them at what it would cost to pro­ 
duce them, you are brought face to face 
with the question as to whether you

W ith a statute authorizing and mak­ 
ing it the right of every shipper, of 
every person using a public franchise to 
have disclosed to him ar any time every 
contract and agreement made with any 
person, there will be little difficulty 
about avoiding the enforcement of the 
penal statute, for it will not be trans­ 
gressed. 
We want a simple statute of 
publicity, aud he believed that it will 
cheek the special favors.

You have only got to look back to the 
history of tile panic of 18T8 aud tile his­ 
tory ot the panic of 1893 and tile cor­ 
porate management that preceded that 
panic and you find corporations wrecked 
and looted by those to whose hands 
thev were entrusted. 
xYll this story of infamy aud of wrong 
and of perfidy and of fraud had not 
brought oil'-* iiour of shame or humilia­ 
tion to those who have perpetrated it, 
They are walking the streets today 
their heads high iu the world of liuauce. 
He did4uot believe that in the whole 
history ot jurisprudence there had beeu 
a case in winch a director had beeu 
compelled to answer tor it. 
N o corporation anxious to perform 
honest Nervice to the public aud its 
stockholders will seek secrecy or will in­ 
sist upon it. 
I his secrecy is not in­ 
voked by corporate members against the 
public any more titan it is against their 
owu stockholders. 
We have but to provide a simple 
statute, first, that any stockholder—as 
they have in England—shall have the 
right to examine the boeok> ot a com­ 
pany and kuow everything about its 
concerns, aitnough he owns but one 
share. That was the law of today, it 
the courts would enforce it. 
When tile collapse comes, when the 
ruin is complete, nine ( uses out of ten 
the engineers of tins ruin are appointed 
jhe receivers by the courts iu order to 
conduct the plan el reorganization. 
Mr. (rompers had spoken about com­ 
plaints which the labor organization* 
have made against the courts for inter­ 
fering with the operations of these 
unions by injunction. It had always 
beeu to him a source of profound re­ 
gret that the courts showed so much 
ingenuity iu devising injunctions to pre­ 
vent corporations troin being disturbed 
by their employ es, they had not shown 
one half that* ingenuity in devising 
methods to prevent their being robbed 
by their directors. 
In addition to tnat every corporation 
should be compelled to file with the 
secretary of state wheu it organize* a 
statement of property and then let the 
public buv at any 
capitalization it 
chooses to make. 
Every year it should 
report to some competent authority a 
full statement of its business. 
That is 
the law in nearly erery state aud it is 
always evaded.

No statement can be had officially as to 
the future of the commission, but it is 
not regarded as probable that it will re­ 
turn to the islands, at least not without 
a c< iiisiderable change iii personnel. The 
recall of Messrs. Denby aud Worcester 
will leave General Otis the sole repre­ 
sentative of tile commission iii the Phil­ 
ippines.

Ithaca, N. Y., Sept. 16.—It is stated 
on authority that the Schurman peace 
commission offered every possible in­ 
ducement short of absolute self-govern­ 
ment to Aguinaldo aud his followers.

L o n d o n , Sept. Iii.—A blue hook cou- 
tam ing the last Transvaal dispatch of 
tin* secretary of state for the colonies, 
Mr. Chamberlain, relating to the m at­ 
ters which led up to the dispatch being 
sent, was issued hero. 
Tile text of Mr. 
Chamberlain's note is identical with 
the dispatch as cabled to The Associ­ 
ated Press Sept. 
13 and published in 
part iii these dispatches Sept. 14. 
The 
only important feature revealed is a 
telegram from the British high commis­ 
sioner. Sir Alfred Milner, dated Aug. 31, 
referring to the commercial distress aud 
saying iii pan: 
“ I am receiving representations from 
many quarters to urge the imperial gov­ 
ernment to term inate the susjieuse. 
British South Africa is prepared for ex­ 
trem e measures and is ready to sutler 


I much more iu order to see the viudi 
cation of British authority. 
It is the 
prolongation 
of negotiations that is 
dreaded. 
I fear there will be a strong 
reaction of feeling against tho policy of 
the imperial government if m atters 
d rag.” 
Other lengthy dispatches from the 
British high commissioner are pub­ 
lished. but they only reiterate the Out- 
Under claims regarding tile franchise 
and the commissioner’s ideas regarding 
the proposition.*-, already made. 
The blue book throws no new light, on 
the situation us it ie now, except to show 
the commissioner’s patience.hus reached 
the ebbing point. 
A published interview with President 
Kruger, said to have taken place at Pre­ 
toria, said in part: 
“ Roughly there are more thau 60,000 
aliens who have been here more thau 
seven years and have registered, thus 
bemgjjeligible to the franchise. 
Yet of 
the British subjects who have availed 
themselves of it the calef part have 
been Afrikanders aud not English born 
This shows th at the British iii the 
Transvaal do not want the franchise. 
iii my opinion there is no cause w hat­ 
ever for war. 
Everything could 
be 
settled by arbitration.” 
A second edition of tile London Times 
printed a special dispatch from New 
Castle, Natal, dated Sept. Jo, saying in 
part.: 
“ There is nothing to confirm the re­ 
port that the Boers will concede Mr. 
Cham berlain’s demands. 
Un the con­ 
trary, it is stated 3,000 men will be dis­ 
patched to tin; border immediately after 
the Transvaal’s reply is sent. 
Every­ 
thing points to the prospect of an eariy 
conflict.” 
The advices from Capo Town tended 
to confirm the pessimistic view of The 
Tim es’ correspondent at New Castle. 
The news m at a strong force of Boers 
hail been stationed one hour from Ra- 
m athlabama, commanding the Pretoria 
aud Johannesburg roads, created great 
indignation at Cape Town.

B a n k # . 
The biggest bluff ever made in Kan­ 
sas, says the Topeka Mail and Breeze, 
was made by the late C olonel IL C. 
Cross, president of the defunct I irst 
National bauk of Emporia, receiver 
and afterw ard president of the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas aud Texas railroad. His 
life was made up of aversion, shift 
aud artifice. 
He started with nothing, 
aud he had nothing when he died. 
There was never a day in his emeer 
that he did not owe more than be pos­ 
sessed. 
He conducted many stupen­ 
dous financial and commercial opera­ 
tions with scarcely a dollar of actual 
capital. 
The depositions now being taken at 
Emporia in Hie litigation growing out 
of the failure of the First National 
bank 
and 
the 
investigations being 
made by Receiver Mort Albaugh re­ 
veal banking methods that are the 
wonder of the age. The history of the 
bank is a financial romance, ending in 
tragedy and 
disaster. 
As a 
three men now sleep in Maplewood 
cemetery. 
Two, ll. C. Cross and liar 
ry Liebfred, died of broken hearts, and 
one, (’. S. Cross, died a suicide. 
But 
that does not tell the whole story. One 
man, D. M. Davis, the cashier, is now 
a fugitive from justice. 
Another. Wil­ 
liam Martindale, the vice p resident, 
stands criminally charged on 23 counts 
and loses an immense fortune. 
I bree 
family names, once honored, havc’been 
stained by allegations of crime, aud 
tile homes of 1.400 trusting depositors 
have been obliged to bear the burden 
of an aggregate loss of over halt a mil­ 
lion dollars. 
When Colonel II. C. Cross came to 
Emporia over a quarter of a century 
ago he owned one stallion. 
That was 
tin* sum total of Ins earthly posses 
sions. 
Hi* accumulated $450 and start­ 
ed a little private bank called the 
Neosho Valley bank. There was some­ 
thing about his demeanor, the lordly 
walk, the independent toss of the head. 
that gave the people of the town confi­ 
dence in him. and deposits began com­ 
ing his way. 
When they passed the 
$10,000 mark, he conceived the idea of 
going into the banking business on a 
larger scale. 
Ile, together with four 
other associates, organized the First 
National bauk, with a paid up capital 
of $50,000. 
He took $10,000 worth of 
stock, using the deposits of his pri­ 
vate bank, leaving therefor his note 
for that amount. 
Shortly after the 
First National was organized, with 
Colonel Cross as president, it bought 
out the private bank, getting with it 
Colonel Cross’ note for $10,000. 
Iii 
other words, the sagacious colonel had 
founded a bank, secured $10,000 worth 
of paid up stock and had himself elect­ 
ed president' without the investment 
of a single dollar. That note grew lar­ 
ger with each succeeding year, and 
when Colonel Cross died a few years 
ago it was for $65,000. It Is now among 
the assets of the hank, and Receiver 
Albaugh is energetically, although per­ 
haps vainly, endeavoring to recover 
something on it from the Cross estate. 
The methods which characterized the 
founding of the bank were maintain­ 
ed to the very end. 
There was never 
a time that Colonel Cross was not a 
heavy borrower from the bank. 
In 
addition to the note above mentioned 
he used the bank’s funds, the depos­ 
itors’ money, freely in speculations and 
investments of every description. 
As 
a result there was over $31X1,000 of bad 
paper in the bank when it failed. 
Of 
this amount there were, of course 
some 
notes 
representing 
legitimate 
loans, but the bulk of it consisted of 
notes signed by “straw ” men aud men 
not financially responsible—accommo­ 
dation paper, it is called. 
Charles S. Cross, who succeeded ins 
father as president of tile bank, in­ 
herited tills legacy of debt. 
It proved 
too heavy a load for him. 
It was his 
death warrant. 
When the bank was 
closed, he saw the penitentiary staring 
him in the face, and he preferred death 
to disgrace. 
But, after all, Charley 
Cross was more a martyr than a crim­ 
inal. It is true that he forged the bank 
books, hypothecated paper, manipulat­ 
ed the affairs of the bank aud used the 
depositors’ money in such a manner as 
to become a criminal in the eyes ot 
tile law, but he did all this to shield ins 
father’s name and to protect his fa­ 
ther’s honor. 
In not a single instance 
has it been shown that he ever used a 
dollar for his own personal gain, glory 
or advancement. 
He never showed 
any Inclination to “fly high.” He lived 
economically and spent but little on 
himself and family. 
The best ener­ 
gies of Ii is life were directed toward 
recovering and making good the losses 
and shortage of his father. 
Ile de­ 
scribed his methods in the confession 
written shortly before his suicide. Fre­ 
quently he was driven 
to 
extreme 
measures iii his efforts to evade de­ 
tection and to keep the bank above 


water. hut ut* nerve net ' I-

The Late Colonel Cross W as a 
Prince of Schemers.

The biggest bluff ever made in Kan­ 
sas, says the Topeka Mail anil Breeze, 
was made bv the late Colonel ll. C. 
Cross, president of the defunct first 
National bauk of Emporia, receiver 
aud afterw ard president of the .Mis­ 
souri, Kansas and Texas railroad. His 
life was made up of aversion, shift 
uud artifice. 
Ile started with nothing, 
aud he Hail nothing when be died. 
There was never a day in his career 
that he did not owe more than he pos­ 
sessed. 
He conducted many stupen­ 
dous financial and commercial opera­ 
tions with scarcely a dollar of actual 
capital. 
The depositions now being taken at 
Emporia in the litigation growing out 
of the failure of the First National 
bank 
and 
tile 
investigations being 
made by Receiver Mort Albaugh re­ 
veal banking methods that are the 
wonder of the age. The history of the 
bank is a financial romance, ending in 
tragedy and 
disaster. 
As a result 
three men now sleep in Maplewood 
cemetery. 
Two, II. C. Cross and liar 
ry Iaebfred, died of broken hearts, and 
one, C. S. Cross, died a suicide. 
But 
that does not tell the whole story. One 
man. I). M. Davis, the cashier, is now 
a fugitive from justice. 
Another. Wil­ 
liam Martindale, the vice president, 
stands criminally charged on 23 counts 
md loses att immense fortune. 
Three 
family names, once honored, lu n c h e o n 
stained by allegations of crime, and 
the homes of 1.400 trusting depositors 
have been obliged to bear tin* burdon 
of an aggregate loss of over half a mil­ 
lion dollars. 
When Colonel II. C. Cross came to 
Emporia over a quarter of a century 
ago In* owned one stallion. 
That was 
the sum total of his earthly posses 
shuts. 
FL* accumulated $450 and start­ 
ed a little private hank called the 
Neosho Valley bank. There was some­ 
thing about his demeanor, the lordly 
walk, the independent toss of the head, 
that gave the people of the town confi­ 
dence in him. and deposits began com­ 
ing his way. 
When they passed the 
$10,000 mark, he conceive*I the idea of 
going into the hanking business on a 
larger scale. 
Ile, together with four 
other associates, organized the First 
National bauk, with a paid up capital 
of $50,000. 
He took $10,000 worth of 
stock, using the deposits of his pri­ 
vate bank, leaving therefor his note 
for that amount. 
Shortly after the 
First 
National was organized, with 
Colonel Cross as president, it bought 
out the private bauk, getting with it 
Colonel Cross’ note for $10,000. 
Iii 
other words, the sagacious colonel hail 
founded a bank, secured $10,000 worth 
of paid up stock and had himself elect­ 
ed president without the investment 
of a single dollar. That note grew lar­ 
ger with each succeeding year, ami 
when Colonel Cross died a few years 
ago it was for $05,000. It is now among 
the assets of the bank, and Receiver 
Albaugh is energetically, although per­ 
haps vainly, endeavoring to recover 
something on it from the Cross estate. 
The methods which characterized the 
founding of the bank were maintain­ 
ed to the very end. 
There was never 
a time that Colonel Cross was not a 
heavy borrower from the bauk. 
In 
addition to the note above mentioned 
he used the hank’s funds, the depos­ 
itors’ money, freely in speculations and 
investments of every description. 
As 
a result there was over $300,000 of bad 
paper in the bank when it failed. 
Of 
this amount there were, of course, 
some 
notes 
representing 
legitimate 
loans, but the bulk of it consisted of 
notes signed by “straw ” men ami men 
not financially responsible—accommo­ 
dation paper, it is called. 
Charles S. Cross, who succeeded his 
father as president of the bank, in­ 
herited this legacy of debt. 
It proved 
too heavy a load for him. 
It was his 
death warrant. 
When the bank was 
closed, he saw the penitentiary staring 
him in th** face, aud lie preferred death 
to disgrace. 
But. after all, Charley 
Cross was more a martyr than a crim­ 
inal. 
It is true that he forged the bank­ 
books. hypothecated paper, manipulat­ 
ed the affairs of the bank aud use*! the 
depositors’ money in such a manner as 
to become a criminal in the eyes cl 
the law, but he did all this to shield Ids 
father’s name and to proteet his fa­ 


in te r. hut hts nerve never faded him 
until th** last minute. 
Win n Batik Ex 
aminer C. S. .Fobes posted on iii** front 
door of the bank a slip of paper con 
tauting thes** words, "This bank is in 
the hands of the comptroller of the 
currency.” Cross arose from his chair 
ami stood oil th** floor of Ins private of­ 
fice. rigid ami pal** as death. Ho closed 
his eyes as if to ward off the blow, but 
quick iv recovering himself, he passed 
out into the street. 
He nodded pleas- 
antiv to the friends whom lie met. 
jumped into his buggy and drov* to his 
death.

Mr. B ryan surprised the com m ittee 
by declining to speak at the night ses­ 
sion w ith W . 
Bourke Coe krait in ac­ 
cordance w ith the program previously 
arranged. Mr. B ryan explained th a t ho 
did not w ish to let the im pression go 
out that he w as to enter into a debate 
with Mr. C ockran. 
For th at reason he 
said he would not speak w ith Mr. Coch­ 
ran at the sam e session. 
Mr. Cockran 
was sent for and he au d Mr. B ryan dis­ 
cussed the situation. 
The com m ittee 
w ithdrew to allow the tw o orators to 
setu«? the dispute am ong,them selves. 
Mr. B ryan asserted th a t he never 
said he w ould follow Mr. Cockran w ith 
an address on tile sam e evening. 
If 
the com m itteem en got th a t im pression 
from tho conversation he had w ith 
them over the lone distance telephone 
Thursday, he said they m isunderstood 
him. Mr. Cockran w anted to talk a t the 
same session w ith the noted N ebraskan 
and offered to flip a coin to determ ine 
who should have the privilege of deliv­ 
ering the clo>ing address. 
Mr. B ryan 
would not accept the proposition. 
Mr. C ockran was at his best and his 
speech w as punctuated w ith frequent 
aud prolonged applause. 
W hen Mr. B ryan m ade his appear­ 
ance at the entrance it w as the signal 
for tum ultuous cheering, w hich lasted 
until the N ebraskan had taken his seat 
on the speakers’ stand. 
Mr. Foulke of 
Indiana, who was iu tile m iddle of an 
address w hen the outburst occurred, 
put the audience in good hum or ny re ­ 
m arking: 
“ I guess you cam e here to ­ 
night to hear somebody else speak." 
Mr. Foulke w as follow ed by Hon, Ed­ 
ward R osew ater of O m aha, whose ad- 
Ates* received notably close attention 
from his hearers 
The chair then in tro ­ 
duced M r. Cochran. 
At the do se oi his sjieecli the New 
Y orker won the hearts of his listeners 
by {laying Mr. Bryau a well chosen 
com plim ent.! w hich 
the 
Dem ocratic 
leader blushingly acknow ledged. 
Mr. 
Cockran likened Mr. B ryau 
to a m o­ 
nopoly and claim ed he was a bigger mo- 
nopoiy as tim leader of the Dem ocratic

The biggest bluff ever made in Kan­ 
sas, says the Topeka Mail and Breeze, 
was made by the lute Colonel IL C. 
Cross, president of the defunct I irst 
National bauk of Emporia, receiver 
and afterw ard president of the Mis­ 
souri, Kansas and Texas railroad. His 
life was made up of aversion, shift 
aud artifice. 
Ile started with nothing, 
aud he had nothing when he died. 
There was never a day in his career 
that he did not owe more than he pos­ 
sessed. 
lie conducted many stupen­ 
dous financial aud commercial opera­ 
tions with scarcely a dollar of actual 
capital. 
The depositions now being taken at 
Emporia in the litigation growing out 
of the failure of the First National 
bank 
and 
tile 
investigations being 
made by Receiver Mort Albaugb re­ 
veal banking methods that are tin* 
wonder of the age. The history of the 
bank is a financial romance, ending in 
tragedy ami 
disaster. 
As a result 
three men now sleep iu Maplewood 
cemetery. 
Two, ll. C. Cross and Har­ 
ry Liebfred, died of broken hearts, and 
one, C. S. erose, died a suicide. 
But 
that does not tell the whole story. One 
man. I). M. Davis, the cashier, is now 
a fugitive from justice. 
Another, Wil­ 
liam Martindale, the vice president, 
stands criminally charged on ii:’, counts 
and loses an immense fortune. 
I Ii rec 
family names, once honored, h a w been 
stained by allegations of crime, and 
the homes of 1,400 trusting depositors 
have been obliged to hear the burden 
of an aggregate loss of over halt a mil­ 
lion dollars. 
When Colonel IL €. Cross came to 
Emporia over a quarter of a century 
ago he owned one stallion. 
I hat was 
tin* sum total of his earthly posses­ 
sions. 
He accumulated $450 and start­ 
ed a little private bank called the 
Neosho Valley bank. There was some­ 
thing about his demeanor, the lordly 
walk, the independent toss of the head, 
that ga vt' the |>eople of tho town confi­ 
dence in him, and deposits began com­ 
ing his way. 
When they passed the 
$10,000 mark, la* conceived the idea of 
going into the banking business on a 
larger scale. 
Ile, together with four 
other associates, organized the first 
National bank, with a paid up capital 
of $50,000. 
He took $10,000 worth of 
stock, using the deposits of his pri­ 
vate bank, leaving therefor his note 
for that amount. 
Shortly after tile 
First 
National was organized, with 
Colonel Cross as president, it bought 
out tin* private bank, gifting with it 
Colonel Cross’ note for $10,000. 
Iii 
other words, the sagacious colonel had 
founded a batik, secured $10,000 worth 
of paid lip stock and had himself elect* 
ed president without the Investment 
of a single dollar. That note grew lar­ 
ger with each succeeding year, and 
when Colonel Cross dual a few years 
ago it was for $05,000. It Is now among 
the assets »>f the bank, and Receiver 
Albaugh is energetically, although per­ 
haps vainly, endeavoring to recover 
something on It from the Cross estate. 
The methods which characterized the 
founding of the bank were m aintain­ 
ed to the very end. 
There was never 
a time that Colonel Cross was not a 
heavy borrower from the bauk. 
In 
additum to the note above mentlonetl 
he used the bank’s funds, the depos­ 
itors’ money, freely in speculations ami 
investments of every description. 
As 
a result there was over $300,000 of bad 
paper in the bank when it failt*d. 
Of 
this amount there were, of course, 
some 
notes 
representing 
legitimate 
loans, but the bulk of It consisted of 
notes signed by “straw ” meu ami men 
not financially responsible- accommo­ 
dation imper, it is called. 
Charles S. Cross, who succeeded his 
father as president of the bauk, In­ 
herited this legacy of debt. 
It proved 
too heavy a load for him. 
It was his 
death warrant.

to disgrace.

The quarrel lief ween the British and 
the Boers has Us complications, but 
even at this distance it is possible to 
distinguish tiu* main points of tin* con- 
troversy. 
It is not tin* whole truth to say that 
this is merely another case of British 
land grabbing. 
Neither la it entirely 
fair to charge the blame wholly to 
Boer stubbornness. 
There are two 
sides to this as to every other ques- 


titude has oeen aggressive, autocratic 
and possibly oppressive. 
It depends 
on the point of view. The British min­ 
ers have had to pay handsomely for 
the privilege of taking out the trea s­ 
ures which the Boers themselves neg­ 
lected. They have I teen heavily taxed. 
They have been bled by government 
monopolies. 
True, they have prospered and grown 
enormously rich in spite of it all. But 
so have the Boors, and it is tho Eng­ 
lish who have done the work. 
\c a r 
after year the taxes have become high 
er in spite of the indignant protest- 
sent to England. 
In the meantime the political rein 
tions of the two countries, the little re 
public and 
the great empire, have 
swung 
through 
several 
interesting 
stages. 
Tile first time the Boers and the En * 
ll nil dashed was when both were set­ 
tled 
In what is now Cape Color;. 
There came lip tile question of slav* r 
The Boers claimed a right to enslave 
the native tribes. The British contest­ 
ed the alleged right. 
In 1834 emanci­ 
pation was proclaimed in the Colony, 
which till then had been peopled by 
British and Dutch alike. 
What added to the grievance of the 
Boer was that tile slaveowners among 
them received as compensation orders 
on London which they were compelled 
to rash on tile spot at ruinous rates. 
The great exodus, or trek, of 183G 
was the result. Some 0.000 Boers by a 
concerted movement abandoned < ape 
Colony and moved f>n to the unknown 
Interior. 
The Litter memory of their 
sufferings from hunger aud thirst and 
from the attacks of savage natives re­ 
mains as a legacy of hatred among 
their descendants to this day. 
At the Orange river the trekkers di­

!US o f o r aw hile the Boers and British 
fought the blacks side by side, but the 
Boers fretted under the British yoke 
aud under the plea that Britain had not 
performed her promises they rose in 
rebellion In I SSD and. after the bloody 
victory of Majtibn Hill. succeeded ut 
»gain ‘establishing their Independence 
-subject to the suzerainty of her m aj­ 
esty.” 
The treaty which contained 
t hese words we a signed at Pretoria in 
August. 1881. 
In is.s:i tin* Boers sent a deputation 
to London to secure the abolition of 
the suzerainty. Gladstone was in pow 
cr then. and under his leadership a new 
agreement was signed by which Eng 
land gave tip her rights of suzerainty 
except in regard to treaties with for 
eign 
powers 
and 
tile Orange Fret 
State. 
This was signed In london in 
ISSI. and 
the 
documents 
are now 
known as the London conventions. The 
Interpretation of this agreement way 
the subject of the discussion which lias 
led up to the present state of affairs.
